DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to Applicant's Amendments filed 13 November 
2008. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-19, 21-27, 29-43, 45-54 and 55 are pending with claims 1, 
19 and 41 in independent form. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-19, 21-27, 29-43, 45-54 and 55 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art, in conjunction 
with all the other limitations of the claims: With respect to claims 1,19 and 41 and all 
their respective dependencies, obtaining at least two shots of the label, extracting data 
from the shots, determining a motion transformation function of the extracted data and 
forming a multi-dimensional map of the plurality of label features, in conjunction with all 
other limitations of the claims. The prior art of record fails to provide sufficient teaching 
or motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the additionally recited features 
of these claims in the combinations as claimed.
